German Aalatie squadron. He waa 
attacked op the high aw by British 
torpedo destroyers, hat escaped and 
reached Canton, where hla veaeel 
waa Interned. 


In May. 1915, tbe captain, ia tbe 


disgulae ot a Chineae, managed to 
eacape to Java on a Chineae freight 
vessel. 


When bis Identity became known 


to tbe Dutch authorities of Java he 
waa interned again and aeat to Soe- 
rabaja, a small seaport town. He en- 
Joyed considerable liberty and the 
aid of Dutch merchants enabled him 
to buy and fit out a decrepit schoon- 
er. Five German reservists named 
Gruendler, 
von 
Arnlm, 
Delke, 


Sehwartlng and Mann, who bad been 
surprised by tbe war in Java, volun- 
teered to man the ship in an effort to 
reach the Fatherland. 


On December 22. :<U5. tbe ama! 


sailing veaael, which had been nam- 
ed the "Weddigen," crept out ot the 
harbor ot Soerabaja under great dir 
Acuities. 
They eluded the British 


French and Japanese cruisers and 
set a courae 
toward Arabia, but 


when 26 days out their tiny craft 
was struck by a terrible typhoon and 
badly damaged. 
More than two 


weeks they drifted helplessly in the 
Indian Ocean, until they succeeded 
in repairing the steering apparatus 


and the sails of tbeir beat. 


Early in March of this year. 85 


days after their departure from Java, 
tbe fugitives reached tbe Arabian 
•bore at Lahatah. south of Aden. 
They were enthusiastically received

there and took a rest of two weeks. 


On March 18 they resumed their 


lonrney on land with 12 mule* furn- 
laced by the Turks. 
After a march 


of 17 daya they arrived at Sana, tbe 
capital of the province ot Yemen, 
where they bought a aail boat and 
took to tbe water again. 


To eacape the British patrol chips 


which they encountered, they landed 
south of Kofunda. on the Red Sea. 
Here tney obtained camels and their 
little caravan reached Kofunda on 
April 38. 
When 
they 
arrived at 


Djeda, one of the ports of Mecca, on 
May 16, the commander of a Turk- 
ish army corps advised them not to 
continue their journey. 


Tbe Turkish general warned the 


daring band that they might fall into 
the hands of 
Arabian rebels, but 


Captain von Moeller and his com- 
panions would 
not listen to him. 


They left Djeda, well provisioned for 
a long jcurney overland, with six 
camels, on May 29- 
was heard of them

wben the Turkish war department 
received the following despatch from 
tbe commander of the Syrian Army 
Corps: 


"To my greatest regret I have to 


report that Captain von Moeller and 
his companions have been murdered 
by tbe Arabs 26 miles from Djeda."

with historic associations are being 
restored by societies and individuals 
and cities and states. Almost any- 
one with sufficient curiosity and im- 
agination can get a pretty good idea 
of bow his ancestors lived by looking 
over tbeir property, 
personal and 


real. 


Alexandria, Virginia, just across 


the river from Washington is blessed 
with a number of these old habita- 
tions. 
In fact, the whole cast and 


appearance of many of the streets 
are still suggestive of long ago; for 
the houses are often flush with the!less- conveys still an impression of 


America. 
The spindly mahogany 


chain, the faded blue carpet, the 
raised dais of the presiding officer, 
with its 
sky-blue canopy, and its 


gavel shaped like a potato masher, 
are all still there. True, they are 
faded and tawdry and the walls are 
disfigured by glass cases which con- 
tain buttons and knives and rags 
and all the other relics of the great 
that people insist upon preserving; 
but you can see at a (lance that in 
its day this was a chamber of splen- 
dor and dignity, 
where great men 


solemnly gathered. 


The prise ot the place is a pastel 


picture of George Washington, which 
has the unique distinction of being a 
real resemblance, with a devotion 
to realistic detail rare in the por- 
traits of great men it shows the 
mole on bis chin and the scar on his 
left cheek, and the pock marks and 
furrows all over his face. He is re- 
vealed, in fact, as a homely, worried- 
looking old gentleman with a face of 
great strength and kindness.

The property shows plainly 


the marks of at least four stages in 
the city's development, for the olc 
residence has for 
its foundation a 


fort built way back in the seven- 
teenth century, while it is enclosed 
on two sides by a building erected 
for a hotel just before the Civil war 
and now converted into a modern 
apartment house. 


The old Carlyle place has now 


been purchased by a resident bf 
Washintgon, who, by levying a toll 
of ten cents upon the curious is able 
to pay the taxes on the property, 
keep it in repair, and employ a cus- 
todian, in the person of a young lady 
who can recite everything that hap- 
pened in every room, together with 
dates, and names of all prominent 
persons. 


Tbe house itself would be a credit 


to modern architects and decorators, 
with its large high-ceiled rooms 
and hand-carved cornices and panels, 
•which are still in perfect condition. 
It was built by Carlyle, who was a 
wine importer, and had under his 
home a large and well-stocked cellar. 
For that or for some other reason he 
became a friend of the famous Gen- 
eral Braddock who came over here to 
fight the Indians. 
Braddock and 


George Washington 
planned their 


disastrously unsuccessful campaign 
in one of the rooms. 
Washington's 


commission as a major in the colon- 
ial army was issued here, too. Later 
on, the colonial governors met here 
to discuss the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. It is amazing how persis- 
tently one comes across the trail of 
that document in his rambles among 
the remains 
of colonial 
America. 


Probably it was discussed in every 
tavern and bar about that time, like 
the Mexican trouble<and the Hughes 
campaign are now; and everyone of 
these places subsequently claimed to 
be the true and only original cradle 
of our liberties. 


This residence stands upon a cir- 


cular foundation 
of solid masonry, 


rising flftee^ or twenty feet above 
the ground 'This is the old fort, 
built in 1638 for defense against the 
Indians, 'and under it you may still 
see the dungeons in which the luck- 
less savages were confined after our 
forefathers had caught them. These 
prison rooms are of solid masonry, 
with vaulted roofs and no openings 
except a door and a hole about a foot 
wide in the roof through which the 
prisoners got air, food 
and light, 


which shows how the old time* felt 
toward Indians. 


In 1785, the rights of navigation

If you are inclined toward this form of 


administration for public utilities, examine 
the records of other cities where it has been 
tried. Don't aid in saddling this system on 
-Lima until you have taken pains to see how 
municipal ownership has worked out in 
other communities in Ohio. 


A fit field for research is to be found in 


-Marietta, the oldest city in the state. A mu- 
nicipal street lighting plant is operated 
there, in competition with a private com- 
pany selling light and power currents.' 


If the city were buying the "juice" with 


which to light the streets, the treasury 
would get a rebate for "outages," or per- 
iods when the repairs to the plant, the fre- 
quent flood damage and many other causes 
prevented the use of the arc lights and 
arches. As it is, the city not only loses that 
money, but sees the cost of operation rise in 
tne meantime as repairs are demanded.
